cafes which range from tho cheap re- 
sort on East Houston street to the swell 
and luxurious brownstone affair ou 
Fifty-seventh street The characteris- 
tics of tlie one differ but little from tlie 
other. 
The difference lies mainly in 


the surroundings and the quality of tho 
furniture, decorations and so forth. 


The one is an exact copy of its Ber- 


lin and Viennese prototype. It is so 
entirely 
different- from 
any 
thing 


American or French or English that it 
seems out of place in our streets. To 
a student desirous of making himself 
acquainted with real German customs 
and character no place this side of tho 
Fatherland will prove so useful as this 
cafe. It is also the only place win-re 
can be obtained those examples of rwil 
German cooking which are so satisfy- 
ing and at tho same time so delicious. 


Tho cafe is a. great deal more -to tho 


German. than merely a restaurant. 
It 


is his clnh where he find things as lie 
remembers them in the old country; 
where he can throw asidu his acr|iiirrd 
American customs and 
can 
forget 


every thing except that lie is a Gennan. 


Not that he always does this, for at 


night, when the quiet scene I have de- 
scribed is changed to one of mirth and 
enjoyment of a more noisy kind, Buraps 
of loud conversation can be .heard, in 
which English words aro frequency 
jumbled in with a strong flow of Ger- 
man in an extremely ludicrous man- 
ner. 


When two German business men 


have 
some particularly 
important 


transaction to discuss they will, if any- 
where near a cafe, adjourn there to 
talk it over. Under the influence of 
coffee and cigars they soon come to an 
amicable arrangement. 
From 
early 


morning, when the bachelors come 
there for their breakfasts, until la:e at 
night, when, dinner having been dis- 
posed of, chess, billiards and merry 
talk are in order, the cafe is continu- 
ally filled. To some it is more familiar 
than their homes.

Tbe lot is as yet unmark- 
ed, except by two or three plain slabs, but 
it is to be further beautified by a granite 
shaft which Mr. Wa hburne contracted 
foi just prior to his death, and which is to 
cost $3,000. 


The Surar-Belt Strike In Louisiana. 
NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 28.—Throe days ago 


a general strike occurred on sujar planta- 
tions throughout a large portion of the 
sugar belt of the State. Negro laborer*, 
under the leadership of Knights of Labor, 
had demanded an advance of twenty-Bra 
cents per day, the present price being one 
dollar and rations. This being refused, 
the negroes became violent nnd refused to 
let others work. Yesterday Governor Mo- 
Enery received a dispatch from J. J. 
Shafer, a Terre Bonne planter, stating 
that his plantation was In the hands of 
the strikers, and asking for assistance, the 
parish authorities being unable to protect 
him. Thereupon the Governor ordered a 
detachment of militia to the scene of the 
trouble to act under orders of the civil 
authorities. A detachment of artillery 
will leave this city in the morning for 
Terre Bonne with a gatlmg gun and three- 
inch r fle

•ianers at Springfield yesterday formu- 
lated their report upon the official inves- 
tigation of the Peoria, Decatur & Evans- 
ville railroad. It is in substance as 
follows: 


From the amount of material found OH Land, 
consisting mainly of piling, bridge material, ami 
new ties, with a nuniDer otmen at work repair- 
ing the bridges, putting In new ties, and surfac- 
ing the track, and with the assurance of the 
General Manager that this worit will ba contin- 
ued without interruption, the ooard believes the 
Peoria, Oeeatnr & Evansville road will in a short 
time be in reasonably good condition for a dirt 
bailosted road. This -road, they say, was report- 
ed In 1886 to be in a very unsatisfactory condi- 
tion as to its track and bridges, since which 
time the road and bridges under us present 
management have been greatly Improved, and 
are in the opinion of the board in a fairly good 
condition. From information obtained it is the 
opinion of the board that toe directory has been 
too alow In furnishing money to pat the road in 
a condition satisfactory to the traveling public. 
The board commends the General Manager and 
his assistants for the large amounts of better- 
ments made with the niears furnished them dud 
for the care they have taken and aie taking for 
the safety and comfoit ot those who travel over 
the line of road. An acknowledgment is iclrted 
of the promptness of the management in afford- 
ing the Comim.ssloner.s adequate meaiib for a 
thorough inspection of the pioperty. 


It will be observed that the report 


bears out the representations as to t,he 
condition of the road, as published in the 
papers at the time the inspection was 
made. The Commissioners have a proper 
amount of backbone and no member of 
the board has more of this desirable 
quality in » public official than Hon. 
Jason Rogers, who at all times looks after 
the safety o£ the traveling public in his 
individual inspections, and ut the same 
time is charitable and fair to all railway 
companies that are disposed to fulfill 
agreements and put their lines in reason- 
ably good condition. The Peoria, Deca- 
tur & Evansville company are now en- 
gaged in making necessary repairs. The 
road is a valuable one and is popular 
with the people. Travel is picking up on 
the line.

The death ot Samuel A.. Smallwood 


one of the earliest settlers of the county 
occurred Thursday afternoon at the 
Smallwood homestead, two miles north 
of Decatur. He had been afflicted with 
kidney disease of late years, bat was able 
to come to the city np to three weeks 
ago. During the past two weeks he be- 
gan to fail rapidly and his condition oc- 
casioned alarm. His death was not mi' 
expected. The deceased was a son ot the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Parmenas Smallwood 
natives of Virginia, He was born near 
Columbus, Ohio, April 27, 1813, and % 
aged 74 years and six months. He came 
to Macon county with his parents in 
1824, five years before the county was 
organized and five years before Decatnr 
had a name. In 1840he wedded Frances 
Benehaw, of Shelby county, who with 
one child, Jerome, survives him. Uncle 
Sammy was the owner of his home place, 
a fine farm of ICO acres. He was known 
to all the old settlers as an honest, up- 
right man, and the younger people who 
knew him enjoyed his friendship and 
loved to hear him talk in his genial way 
of the good old pioneer days. He was 
an ardent Republican and a regular 
reader of the EEPUBMCAIT since the paper 
was established. Uncle Sammy lived to 
a ripe old age, and has gone to his eternal 
home mourned by all who knew him. 
Joseph F, Smnllwood, of this city, is his 
brother. 


The funeral will take place from the

No Water Famine in Decatur. 
The long dry spell and lack of fall rains 


have led some people to suppose that the 
Sangamon river is lower than usual and 
that the water supply will give out. 
Such is not the case. Inquiries made 
to-day establish the fact that the river is 
as high as usual at this time of year, with 
only a fall of about an inch in two or 
three weeks. The dam is in good shape 
and affords plenty o£ back water for the 
works in the dryest seasons of the year. 
The people of Springfield are alarmed at 
a report submitted by the superintend- 
ent of the water works at that city. The 
condition at Springfield is thus shown in 
the report: 


The dam erected in the river just be- 


low the pipes now gives a depth of only 
three feet o£ water at that point, and 
from sixteen inches to two feet at various 
points up the river to a distance of two 
miles. Sangamon river is lower to-day 
than I have ever known it in my life be- 
fore. Just so sure as the cold weather 
comes on without any more heavy rains 
to raise the river, just so srre will the 
river supply be entirely cut off and the 
city compelled to resort entirely to the 
well. Now, the well, in its present con- 
dition, wiJl furnish at the most but 600,- 
000 gallons of water per day—or about 
one-fourth of Springfield's necessity. 
Consequently if we have no more heavy 
rains before cold weather—which, consid- 
ering the season of the year, you will ad- 
mit is even probable—the board will be 
compelled to cut off the supply of all the 
manufactories, and so forth, and reserve 
the 600,000 gallons per day for the strict- 
est necessities of the people. I am not 
sounding a false alarm when I say this 
will necessitate the closing of the rolling 
mill, watch factory, woolen mill, the van- 
rious foundries and machine shops—and 
dozens of institutions which constitute 
the manufacturing and commercial im 
portance of Springfield.
